Dickinson helps promote Alabama poultry industry 


WASHINGTON—What 
does it take to charcoal-grill 
enough chicken for Congress 
and its staff? 

Members of the Alabama 
Poultry & Egg Association, 
which sponsored the Congres- 
sional Chickenfest on Capitol 
Hill, went to Washington, 
D.C., in June and cooked 750 
Alabama broilers raised espe- 
cially for the event all at one 
time. 

"We take it all in stride,” 
said Dean Strickland, 
manager, Field Operations, 
Gold Kist Inc., president of the 
poultry association and chair- 
man of this year’s event. 

"For the first time ever, 
Americans this year will eat 
more chicken than beef—72 
pounds of chicken per capita 
compared to 68 pounds of 
beef—in part,” Strickland 
says, “because chicken is fast 
becoming the number one 
product in fast-food ham- 
burger restaurants. 

"The primary purpose of 
our Congressional Chicken- 
fest is to focus on the healthy 
wholesomeness of chicken and 
the importance of Alabama’s

role to satisfy the growing 
public demand for chicken." 

So, what does it take to 
accomplish the massive job of 
barbecuing chicken for Con- 
gress? 

Strickland knows: "Spe- 
cially-designed portable char- 
coal barbecue pits, engineered 
by and built at Auburn Univer- 
sity, that can handle 1,500 
chicken halves at one time; 
1,500 pounds of charcoal; 750 
broilers, 2 1/4 pounds each, 
split; five gallons of corn oil; 
10 gallons of red vinegar; six 
12-ounce boxes of poultry 
seasoning; four two-gallon 
pump style garden sprayers; 
and 10 gallons of AP&EA spe- 
cial barbecue sauce. 


"Of course, we had a little 
fun while cooking. It only 
takes a couple of people to turn 
the chicken, because of the 
special design of the pits, but 
putting up the pits, keeping the 
fire just right, breaking the pits 
back down, cleaning up and 
putting everything away takes 
a heap of folks, all of which 
either raise chickens or work in 
Alabama’s poultry industry

Commission concerned about 1990-91 budget

Members of the Coffee County 
Commission expressed their concern 
over the budget for the fiscal year 
1990-91 in their regular meeting 


_ Monday morning. 


During the past few weeks, the 
commission has been meeting with 
department heads and discussing 
their funding requirements for the 
coming year. The requests are being 
examined by the commissioners in 
preparation for passing a budget for 
the next fiscal year. 

Commission Bill Faulk said "This 
budget bothers me! We need to 
study it long and hard before we 
say, ‘this is our budget.’ Because of 


the flood, the county is crimped for 
funds." 

All the commissioners agreed that 
the county was going to be hard 
pressed for cash even before the 
flood, but since the flood, things are 
really going to be tough. 

It was evident that the commis- 
sioners, either collectively or separ- 
ately, are going to be buming some 
midnight oil while coming up with a 
budget that the county can live with. 

The depository for county funds 
was also the topic of a short discus- 
sion. Commissioner Robert Stephens 
stated that he would like to see The 
Peoples Bank of Elba continue to be 
used as the depository at least for the 
next year. 

Commission Chairman Billy Ea- 
gerton said that he and County Ad- 
ministrator Wilson Mobley would

Elba Police to enforce law against 
unauthorized handicapped parking

The Elba City Council meeting 
was brief Monday evening but a 
number of business items were han- 
dled. 

Unauthorized parking in the des- 
ignated Handicapped Parking Zones 
will result in a ticket and a fine by 
the Elba Police Department. The city 
council agreed with Mayor Fred 
Moore that this statewide ordinance 
should be enforced. ‘Healthy folks 
shouldn't be abusing these reserved 
spaces, even for just a minute”, May- 
or Moore said. 

Therefore if a car doesn't have a 
valid Handicapped Parking tag or 
decal displayed on the rear, a fine 
will be assessed for using the 
marked spaces. 

The fine will be $15.00 per of- 
fense. This will also apply in parking 
lots with designated spaces for the 
handicapped. Police chief Freddie 
Hanchey explained that the law al- 
lows the police to enforce this law in 
parking lots which are open to the 
general public. 

Jim Driscoll reported the Airport 
Authority should be officially incor- 
porated with state officials within 
the next two weeks. He explained 
that he had contacted Representative 
Jimmy Holley concerning the need 
of a grant for the airport. 

Gasoline sales are continuing to 
increase at the airport, Driscoll said. 
Sales since the Authority group be- 
gin operations have totaled $11,000 


and the price per gallon has just tak- 
en a sharp increase, like gasoline 
everywhere.

The council approved a zoning 
change for a mobile home park. The 
Zoning Board held a hearing last 
week and found no opposition to an 
extension of Beaver Dam Trailer 
Park by Dr. Bancroft Cooper. The 
new area will be located in the area 
between Dixie Ford and Country 
Convenience. 

The council voted to ask for a re- 
count from the U. S. Census Bureau. 
Moore reported that the recent count 
was down from 4,310 to 3,977. that 
is a drop of 333 since 1987. 

He explained there are 253 vacant 
houses in town following the flood, 
49 of these are in Mullins Housing 
Project. He noted that with an aver- 
age of three people per house, this 
would more than make up for the re- 
ported loss of residents. : 

The council hopes the Census Bu- 
reau will wait until Elba citizens 
have the opportunity to rebuild and 
return home before conducting the 
recount, 

The council approved resolutions 
to satisfy the federal government on 
purchasing procedures pertaining to

County Engineer Mark Pool told 
the commissioners that water lines 
on rural roads were becoming a 
problem. He stated that they are not 
being laid deep enough and his road- 
graders are damaging them and his 
crews are having to repair them.

Upon the recommendation of 
Pool, the commission voted to close 
the road leading to the pond in the 
Jeter sub-division. An individual re- 
siding in the sub-division has erected 
a gate with a lock which closed the 
road to the public. Since the general 
public is denied access to the road, 
the commission deemed it is no 
longer the responsibility of the 
county to maintain it. 

The commission also voted not to 
pave the parking lots at the Farm 
Center and the Enterprise Court- 
house. Funding or the lack of funds 
was the reason for their decision. 

Other matters brought before the 
commission were as follows: 

***Bid requests for concrete box 
culverts, plant mix, stone and rip- 
wrap are to be sent out. 

***The paving of approximately 
7 miles on County Rd. 34 (Boy 
Scout Road) was approved by the 
commissioners. 

***Two bridge projects, one on 
County Rd. 82 and one on County 
Rd. 37, were approved. These are to 
be concrete box culvert type bridges. 

***County Administrator Wilson 
Mobley was instructed to send out 
bid requests for health insurance 
suppliers for county employees. The 
bids are to be submitted for plans be- 
coming effective January 1991. 


Conservation program 
funding announced 


The Coffee County Soil and Wa- 
ter Conservation District recently an- 
nounced a cost share program for 
1991. This is a continuation of a pro- 
gram that has been available for the 
past five years and has been an out- 
standing success. 

This year's signup will include 
the following practices: 

SOIL EROSION 

Winter Cover-Cost shares are 
provided on land that is erosion 
prone to provide seed to plant a 
small grain that will protect the soil 
during the winter months. The re- 
quirements are that it be planted on 
land that had a row crop on it during 
the summer of 1990. The cover can- 
not be harvested for grain. 

WATER QUALITY 

Manure Dry Stack Facility - 
Applications will be taken on these 
in conjunction with dead poultry 
composting. This facility would pro- 
vide for poultry manure storage as 
part of a complete waste manage- 
ment plan. This is basically a barn 
that will store the litter until it is 
needed as fertilizer or in the compos- 
ter. 

Dead Poultry Composting - 
This practice provides cost share for 
a barn with stalls in it to compost 
dead chickens from a poultry opera- 
tion, In this process, a layer of chick- 
en litter is layed down 6 inches deep, 
then a layer of peanut hulls two inch- 
es deep is placed on top of the litter, 
then the dead chickens are placed on 
top of the hulls. This same process is 
then repeated until the 10 feet wide 
by 6 feet high by 5 feet deep bin is 
filled up. This stays in the bin for ap- 
proximately 10-15 days and then is 
moved by frontend loader to another 
bin to stay for 15 more days. It is 
then ready to spread on the land. The 
project requires intense management 
but has proven to be successful. 

FORESTRY PRACTICES 

Forest Tree Plantation - Pro- 


vides cost share for planting pine 
trees, 

Site Preparation and Forest 
Tree Plantations - Provides cost 
share for mechanical or chemical 
site preparation to plant trees and on 
the actual planting of the trees. 

Forest Tree Stand Improve- 
ment - this practice provides cost 
shares to improve an existing stand 
of trees. 

The signup will be held beginning 
on September 4th and ending on 
September 14th. Applications will 
be taken at the local Conservation 
District Office in New Brockton be- 
tween the hours of 8:00 a.m. and 
4:00 p.m. 


Foshee pushes 
for tax break

State Senator Crum Foshee is 
drafting legislation which will allow 
Alabama citizens affected by last 
spring's floods in South Alabama to 
apply past income tax payments as 
credits toward future taxes. 

The legislation will be similar to 
current Federal tax laws which allow 
an individual to deduct payments 
that have been made during the pre- 
vious three years from future tax: lia- 
bility due to losses suffered in last 
spring's floods. 

Foshee hopes to have the legisla- 
tion approved during the next regu- 
lar session of the legislature which 
begins next April. 

"Hopefully this legislation will 
provide some relief to those taxpay- 
ers who have paid their way in the 
past and now need a helping hand to 
get back on their feet following last 
spring's disaster," Foshee said.

cy locating transmitter (ELT) in Pike 
County, a visual grid search for a 
downed aircraft in north Covington 
County, and a visual grid search for 
a missing aircraft in Geneva County. 

During the day, a simulated 
‘blood run’ for the Red Cross was 
conducted and also, the flying in of 
essential personnel was simulated 
when an aircraft was dispatched to 
Montgomery to pick up a media type 
person. 

Other participants in the drill con- 
sisted of units from the Elba Fire De- 
partment, Elba Rescue Squad, Elba 
Police Department, Coffee County 
Amateur Radio Operators, Coffee 
County Sheriffs Department, and 
the Coffee County Red Cross Chap- 
ter. 

Hatcher estimated that approxi- 
mately seventy-five individuals were 
involved in the Elba exercise. 

Facilities for base operation head- 
quarters were provided by the Elba 
Unit of the Alabama National Guard. 

Ground units of the CAP were 
also actively participating in the mis- 
sion. They were dispatched to the 
‘crash sites’ once they were located 
by the aerial search teams. 

Representatives from the United 
States Air Force were present to ob- 
serve and critique the operation. 
Missions of this nature, practice and 
the real thing, are funded by the 
USAF; however, local CAP Squad- 
ron practice missions are funded by 
themselves. Membership is com- 
posed of volunteers. 

DUAT was also an active partici- 
pant in Saturday's drill.. Who in the 
world is DUAT? - you ask. 


Well, it's not who, but what. 
DUAT stands for Direct User Ac- 
cess Terminal. 

Tom Barefoot of C.P. & R. Com- 
puter in Enterprise explained that 
this system, DUAT, is a direct tie to 
the flight service station in Washing- 
ton D.C, and that up-to-date weather 
information can be obtained within 
minutes. This can be very vital in a 
search and rescue mission Barefoot 
stated. 

The Direct User Access Terminal 
went on line in mid-February of this 
year and is available to any pilot 
medically certified by the Federal 
Aviation Administration (FAA). 

Capt. Hatcher stated that with all 
of the different emergency personnel 
taking part in Saturdays drill, the 
CAP will become more aware of 
each of their capabilities and they in- 
turn will be made aware of the 
CAP's abilities in this and other 
types of disasters. 

The CAP served as a vital link to 
the ‘outside world’ during the recent 
flooding in Elba and other parts of 
Southeast Alabama last March, They 
flew numerous missions after they 
were notified of the need for their as- 
sistance. 3 

Members of the media present 
last Saturday were allowed to fly on 
the missions aboard CAP aircraft 
and experience what squadron. mem- 
bers experience during a mission. 
Folks, it ain't all fun! It gets bumpy 
at times - according to some of the 
media types - REAL BUMPY!! 

The mission flown by this report- 
ed was smooth as silk! We had an 
old pro! - Thanks Jim!

New Brockton Rescue 
Squad needs manpower

Laymon Tindol not only serves 
on the New Brockton City Council, 
but he is also a volunteer member of 
the local rescue squad. 

"Our rescue squad is in trouble," 
said Tindol. "We have a terrible 
shortage of manpower with which to 
answer calls." 

"Presently the squad is not ade- 
quately manned to meet state EMS 
minimum standards," he continued, 
"and if something isn't done we will 
have to cease to operate - we don't 
want to have to do that!" 

With $40,000 plus worth of res- 
cue equipment all paid for, including 
the ambulance, the squad has the 
means with which to get the job 
done, but is lacking in manpower! 
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According to Tindol, the squad 
membership presently has dropped 
to approximately fourteen, but only 
about seven of these are active mem- 
bers and this is just not enough peo- 
ple to effectively run a rescue squad. 
The personnel are qualified - one is a 
paramedic, three are EMT 2's, and 
three are EMT 1's, but again, they 
don't all live in the immediate vicini- 
ty and they can't answer all the calls 
received. 

When Tindol was asked what he 
attributed the decline in membership 
to, his response was, "people just 
don't have the time and "some have 
simply burnt out!" 

Since its organization, approxi- 
mately eleven years ago, the squad

Flowers Attends 
Basic Training

Two months ago I arrived at Fort 
Dix, New Jersey and began my transfor- 
mation from civilian life to the military. 
After I got over my homesickness and 
confusion , I went through a series of im- 
portant training events designed to test 
my mental, physical, and emotional abil- 
ities. I survived and prospered and in- 
deed now I know what the words "Be 
All That You Can Be" mean. 

I left my house on June 12 and went 
to the Meps station in Montgomery. 
Then on June 13 I finished processin 
and left the Montgomery airport at 
p.m. and arrived at Fort Dix at about 11 
p.m. When I got there I started process- 
ing into Fort Dix. This took about three 
days, and finally on June 17 I started ba- 
sic training. 

The first day was to see who was and 
wasn't mentally tough. There are three 
phases of basic training and the first is 
the red phase. In red phase it is mostly 
orientation and explanation in detail. We 
were under the drill sergeant’s control 
and leadership. You learn about first aid, 
commo, basic rifle markmanship (BRM), 
and drill ceremony. Squad leaders and 
platoon guides were also selected. Squad 
leaders were the soldiers that stood out 
and drill sergeants saw as a good leader. 
I was a squad leader in my platoon and it 
was one of the hardest tasks I've ever 
had in my life because I had so many re- 
Sponsibilities and was expected to do 
everything right. I. was responsible for 
my squad or 17 men, and getting my 
squad areas clean. 

The next phase was white. First we 
marched about a mile down a dirt road 
and I had my first and hopefully last en- 
counter with the gas chamber. When I 
went inside the drill sergeants told us to 
take our masks off and then they asked 
us our name, rank, and social security 
number. I didn't do it when I took my 
mask off I couldn't breath, my chest 
caved in, my nose started running, my 
eyes started burning and well it was an 
experience, The next week we went on 
our first bivouac and started preparing to 
qualify with our M-16 rifles. To qualify, 
I had to hit at least 23 out of 40 targets, I 
hit 28. The last week: of white phase I 
leamed to read a map and how to get an 
Azimuth with a compass. Also in the last 
week I went through the obstacle course, 
it was one of the few training exercises 
we did that was fun. 

The last phase is blue phase. The first 
thing I did was grenades. I qualified ex- 
pert by hitting seven out of seven targets. 
Then we went to Tactical Bivouac where 
we marched 15 miles and we were at- 
tacked on the march. We learned fire and 
maneuver I also did night fire, this was 
another exciting training exercise. At the 
end of blue phase I went to solder stakes 
where I had 20 obstacles I had to do such 
as: map reading, splinting a fracture, ap- 
plying a tourniquet and putting a clay- 
more mine into operation. 

All in all this experience changed my 
physically as well as mentally.

FALL FROM TOP IS SUDDEN AND PAINFUL FOR ELBA TIGERS 


The Elba Tigers entered the season-opener with Daleville still flying 
high after winning the 1989 state championship and ranked #1 in the pre- 
season polls, but found out the hard way that when you're on top it is a long 
way down when you fall as they lost to the Daleville Warhawks 10-6. 

The Tigers weren't expected to be a powerhouse this season, due to the 
fact that the entire offensive backfield was wiped out by graduation, but 
with over 20 seniors returning, hopes were high that the team would pick up 
where last year's bunch left off and keep on winning. Preseason practices 
were encouraging and most followers felt that while the Tigers had a ways 
to go before being an outstanding team, they would have more than enough 
to handle Daleville.

Looking back at the game, it was easy to see that the Tigers weren't as 
good as everybody thought, but at the same time, they weren't as bad as 
many now think.

In the opening quarter the Tigers 
had the ball first and 10 at the ten, but saw three running plays fail to gain a 
yard and then saw an incomplete pass kill the drive, while on their very 
next possession put the ball in play first down at the 8, only to lose a fumble 
that killed a second chance.

The defense played 
tough in the middle and had some big plays of its own; however, the long 
run that set up the field goal and the long pass with less than two-minutes 
left in the game that set up the winning touchdown put a damper on the de- 
fensive efforts and made the hard work all in vain, The defense for the most 
part played winning football, but all it takes is one or two plays to turn a 
win into a loss and that is what happened. 

I know that the players, coaches and fans are disappointed after the open- 
ing loss; however, it was just one game and one game doesn't make a sea- 
son.

Foliage Feeding Insects 

Over the last few weeks I have 
seen an overwhelming number of 
velvetbean caterpillars and few fall 
armyworms in our peanuts. It is im- 
portant when scouting your fields to 
determine which type of foliage 
feeding worm you have. The vel- 
vetbean caterpillar is very easy to 
control, and the spray is much 
cheaper. The fall armyworm does 
take a higher dosage of insecticide to 
kill it. 

In determining whether to spray, 
/ there are several things you want to 
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look at. First of ali, do you have 
enough peanuts in the ground to 
. make it worth investing in more 
chemicals? If you have a heavy crop 
set, you would probably go with four 
worms per row foot as a threshold. If 
you have a medium crop set, you 
would go with about seven per row 
foot. Foliage damage on the leaves 
should be 25 percent or more before 
you would spray. 

It is especially important that you 
check for velvetbean caterpillars just 
prior to digging. Once the peanuts 
are inverted, the velvetbean caterpil- 
lar will switch from feeding and will 
literally mow those peanuts off the 
vines. 

For the fall armyworm use Or- 
thene or Lannate. The recommended 
control for the velvetbean caterpillar 
is Sevin and also low rates of Lan- 
nate at one half pint per acre or Asa- 
na at 2 1/2 ounces per acre will work 
also. 

Peanuts 

This is a very busy time for farm- 
ers, but August and September are 
the best times to take nematode sam- 
ples. This will help you determine 
how much and whether or not to use 
a nematicide in those fields next 
year, 

We are continuing to run the hy- 
droblaster at the Farm Center this 
summer.

signed so that the forces on you in 2 
crash are absorbed by some of the 
strongest areas of your body - the 
bones of your hips and shoulders. If 
you wear you belt improperly, with 
the straps in the wrong position, the 
liklihood of serious injury increases 
dramatically. ; 

A small adjustment either in the 
belt's position or in your position on 
the seat often can improve both your 
comfort and the belt's ability to do 
its job in a crash. Wear the lap belt 
low on your hips and not over stom- 
ach. Don't wear the shoulder strap 
belt under your arm or behind your 
back and avoid excess slack in the 
belt system. 

If the shoulder belt is to snug, 
pull the shoulder belt at least 5 inch- 
es, and let it return to you chest. 

Next, pull down on the shoulder 
belt a small amount to ease the pres- 
sure, and let go. The belt will stay at 
this position. 

To get rid of lap belt slack, pull 
the belt out at least 5 inches, and let 
go. Slack is automatically removed, 
and the belt will fully retract to its 
stored position when the belt buckle 
is unlatched and the door is open. 

Check you owner's manual for 
details on the amount of slack con- 
sidered safe for your vehicle's belts. 


"Nobody ever listens to me,” is a 
common complaint that most parents 
have heard at some time or other.

where from 124 to 148 days to dig- 
ging the Florunner peanut. There has 
been no average digging date. So 
whatever date you peanuts are, you 
might want to be checking them to 
see how they are sizing up for dig- 
ging. This method is still proving to 
be very helpful to many growers. 
however, the vine condition in many 
peanut fields will be the determining 
factor in choosing when to dig. 

The Southern Runner peanut has 
been a topic of controversy in the 
peanut industry. 1990 might have 
been the year when we should have 
planted the Southern Runner peanut. 
As we all know, Southern Runner 
peanuts are resistant to leafspot. Re- 
search is also showing the Southern 
Runner to only have one-third the 
imount of white mold as the Florun- 
ler peanut. Also, the problem of af- 
latoxin in peanuts this year is criti- 
cal, The Southern Runner peanuts 
does have a much lower level of af- 
latoxin found in it. The Southern 
Runner does have a few disadvan- 
tages. First of all, there are not as 
many jumbo or extra large kernels. 
On the other hand, the Southern 
Runner peanut does have much few- 
er damaged kernels. We find most of 
the aflatoxin in the damaged kernels. 
That would be a real plus for us this 
season.

The Elba City council met in spe- 
cial session on Tuesday of this week. 
The expressed purpose of the called 
mecting was to discuss with Hospital 
Authority Chairman Drexel Cook 
and attorney Merrill Shirley the pro- 
posed takeover of the Elba General 
Hospital in a contractual agreement 
with National Health Care. 

In other business the council gave 
approval of a low bid on flood re- 
pairs to the fire station. 

Low bidder was Cidco, the firm 
which is also doing the repairs to 
city hall and the police station. 

A bid of $25,975 was lower than 
the $32,680 bid of Spurlin Builders, 
the only other bidder on the project. 


Mayor Fred Moore told council 
members he was well pleased with 
the work being done by Cidco in the 
city hall and police station. He rec- 
ommended acceptance of Cidco's 
low bid. 

The council also gave approval to 
buy a knuckle boom trash loader pre- 
viously discussed by the council. 
Mayor Moore said legal advisors 
had indicated the continuing need 
for cleaning up the town warranted 
declaring an emergency and buying 
the unit without taking bids. Moore 
told the council he had received a 
price of $15,850 for the unit to be 
mounted on a city owned truck. 

The bid process would postpone 
receiving the unit for about two 
months. With the emergency pur- 
chase, the unit can be in operation 


within three weeks, Moore said.

tion to the 155 acres is a 100 foot 
right-of-way to Taylor Mill Road. 

Superintendent Charles Pearce 
read a report from the state Board of 
Education indicating that the school 
is entitled to $12,265,931.29 of a 
state bond issue passed last year to 
assist recovery from flood damage.
